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The Mysteries and Miseries of Grant's 
Call upon the Queen. 

We ask the immediate attention oi' 
the State Department to a most un- 
pleasant criss-cross of cable statements, 
which, if not bo speedily unraveled, 
threatons to inako of non-effect the 
entente cordiale so skillfully establish- 
ed by the efforts of Minister Pierrepont 
between tho British Empire and the 
American Republic. It is necessary 
that the country should know for cer- 
tain within twenty-four hours whether 
Her Majesty tho Queen of Great Bri- 
tain, Empress of India, did or did not 
receive Mr. and Mrs. Grant at tho foot 
of tho staircase of Windsor Castle. 
The Associated Press on Wednesday 
assured us that sho did. A special 
cable dispatch to the "Herald" assured 
uh, yesterday, that she did not. Nor 
only this. Tho discrepancy is wider, 
and full of "miohing luallecho." The 
"Herald" distinctly implies not only 
that the Queen failed to treat Mr. and 
Mrs. Graut as she would have treated 
any casual European ox-King and ex- 
Queen, but that sho was very much 
vexed at their coming to Wiudsor. In 
fact, it implies that she must have put 
everybody under her orders up to 
■nubbiug her American visitors, and 
making things as disagreeable to them 
as possible The thing began at Pad- 
dingtou Station, where, us we are in- 
formed, "although some mention of 
tho intended visit had been made, 
strango to say, tho Americans walked 
into tho central waiting-room, on the 
southwestern front of the station, 
without being recognized." Obvious- 
ly there was no brass baud in waiting, 
nor even so much a3 one smail boy to 
cry "hooray!" Minister Pierrepont, 
whose hand is visible throughout this 
masterly communication, tries to 
smooth over this part of tho business 
by saying that "tuo Americans were 
consequently spared the trouble of ac- 
knowledging a demonstration which 
would undoubtedly huvc boon made." 
This is Spartan, but tho secret anguish 
pierces through this secret diplomatic 
affectation of indifference. When they 
reached Windsor it was worse. "Sir 
Thomas Biddulph had been delegated 
to receive General Grant at tho Wind- 
sor Station, but ho was not punctual, 
and the arrival was, therefore, uncere- 
monious." Htre again comes in tho 
diplomatic hand. We feel that there 
was no royal four-in-hand waiting, 
and the dreadful cerlainty strikes homo 
upon tho mind tint tho "Americans" 
must have gone up from the Btation to 
tho Castle-- in a cub! At tho Castle tho 
climax of ignominy was capped. "It 
was intimated" that the Americans had 
come down too soon, like tho man in 
tho moon who prematurely descended 
"to inquire tho way to Norwich," and 
"tho Queen was not thero to receive 
them." Who did receive them we are 
not plainly told. Certainly not Sir 
Thomas Biddulph, of whom wo never 
bear again until he craftily creeps in at 
diuncr-time, when he appeals to have 
been raised to tho peerage us "Lord 
Biddulph," doubtless as a reward for 
his insolonco to tho "Americans." The 
"Herald" dispatch intimates that it 
was "tho Chipubcrluiu" who welcomed 
to* representatives of the groat Repub- 
lic. But this is very vague, aud we 
suspect, shudderiug as wo write, that 
it was really "the chambermaid." This 
is a sickening suspicion; but who cau 
resist it when ho goes on to read that 
this personage took the "Americana" 
up-stttirs to look out of the windows, 
aud thoro "explained" to them the 
phenomenon of the extensive view 
which they would have seen had tho 
weather been clear, by stating "that 
tho tower stands upon tho summit of 
a hill." Chamberlains ure not un- 
commonly solectod from among the 
senior wranglers of tho two uuvorsi- 
tros; but wo doubt if any Chamborlaino 
over got quite down to this level. 

Finally, after three lioura spent in 
this intellectual company, "a commo- 
tion was observed among tho guards 
below, aud in a foW seconds tho royal 
equipage was seen r enter the court- 
yard and tho Queen alighted. Her 
34 ajesfy looked HUh-burned and rjoma- 
what ill-humored." 

From that smiling descent to tho 
foot of tho staircasu to this dreadful 
picture what a gulf stretchos. Are wo 
not right in saying that the Govern- 
ment of tbo United Statos ought at 
onco to call upon Minister Pierrepont 
for » full, true and particular account 



of this whole affair, to bo authenticated 
by his own name aud signature ? As 
things now stand it is in a most un- 
comfortable condition, worse even 
than that of poor Mrs. Grant at the 
Pierrepont reception, whose drosses 
has been so pulled and hauled at by 
contending literary milliners that sho 
has beon loft, so to speak, without a 
rag to cover her. — N. Y. World, June 
29th.

Tho inhabitants of Jamos Bay havo a 
claim that should be considered. For a 
period exceeding two ) oars people rcsid 
ing in otlior parts of the Corporate limits 
havo enjoyed a water supply. James Bay, 
although a large contributor to tho Civic 
revenue, has boon denied that boon. I bo 
reasons given two years ago for Withhold- 
ing tho supply was that the funds were 
insufficient. That was a good and valid 
reason and was accepted as such. But a 
subsequent loan having been effected 
especially for tho purpose of extending 
tho supply. James Bay has a right to de- 
mand consideration of her claims and 
equitable treatment at tho hands of the 
City Fathers. Wo hope sho will press 
for both. 

Great Britain Declares War Against 
Russia ! 

Tho for-8onie-tiuie-expected declaration 
of war by Great Britain against Russia is 
announced. The news comes from the 
Superintendent of tho Western Union 
Telegraph lines at Portland to Mr. Mc- 
Mickiug, Superintendent of the British 
Columbia Hues, who received tho telegram 
while at Port Townsend yesterday morn- 
ing and telegraphed it from Lopez Island 
to Victoria. A subsequent dispatch to 
Premier Elliott (not official, however) 
confirmed the first information. 

Tho newa will tako no ono by surprise. 
Events havo been shaping themselves in 
the direction of war for some months. It 
has all along been difficult to understand 
how Great Britain could refrain from de- 
claring war should the Russians cross the 
Balkaus. Tho recent successes of the 
Muscovite) arms show the hollowness of 
the Turkish system of defence in Europe 
A few well-directed blows and tho Otto- 
man armies were crushed iiko so many 
eggs beneath the feet of an elephant Willi 
caught between the Russians and Con- 
stantinople save a demoralized and flying 
army, tho capture of Constantinople be- 
came a mero'question of time— and a very- 
short time, too. Tho hopes excited by 
the brilliant successes of Mukhtar Pasha 
in Asia were dissipated by the terrible re- 
verses of Abdul Kerim in Europe; and 
British intervention becunro necessary for 
the protection of her Indian communiea 
tions, which the Russian conquest of 
Turkey would threaten. The Imperial 
Government has not hesitated to take the 
supremo slop when the emergency bo- 
came apparent; and they will be sustained 
by tho wealth anil power of tho nation. 
That Great Britain will havo at least one 
ally — Austria— is evident from recent dis- 
patches. Austria cannot exist with the 
Danube in Russia's possession, and her 
immense and splendidly-equipped armies 
will soon cross Servia and attack the Rus- 
sians in tho rear. Tho British fleet aro 
doubtless already in the Black Sea, and 
troops will ho thrown into Adrianople and 
other threatened points from Malta aud 
England. Tho war will bo a bloody and 
destructive one; lot us hope that it will 
not be a long war. 

Of course, in considering tho outbreak 
of hostilities with Russia, British Colum- 
bians will bo most concerned as to their 
own position. There is no denying that 
the Province is not in a position to witli- 
staud an assault from one or two iron- 
clads or monitors. We believe thoro is 
not an armored British war ship in the 
Pacific. What tho Russians may havo in 
their Asiatic ports wo havo not tho means 
of knowing. Tho British havo a fleet at 
China from which a few ships will proba- 
bly ba detached for tho protection of Es- 
quimau as well as to cruise in the North- 
ern Pacific for the protection of British 
shipping. The flagship Shah must be 
near at hand, and upon Admiral DeHor- 
Bey's arrival energetic steps will doubtless 
bo taken to plaeo both Victoria and Ei- 
quimalt in a statu of defence. Sinco war 
lui-i been declared the Shah can remain 
only 24 hours at Sun Francisco (should 
she touch at that port) and may arrive at 
any moinont at Esquioiait No doubt n 
land forco of volunteers will bo organized 
and drilled in anticipation of any emer- 
gency, and British Columbians will not 
be backward in tendering their services 
for defensive purposes.

t Inferior nations, says tho New York 
Graphic, are now frequently commercially 
captured. Thoro is a moro snbtlo yet 
lasting kind of seizure and occupation 
than that of arum. Of this Mexico and 
Central America B ervo as an example. Bri- 
tish and German jiiereantilo iulorosia now 
predominate thora. While American en- 
ergy has spent itself in a series of filibus- 
tering expeditions, tho English and Ger- 
man merchants h»ve crept stealthily in, 
and, backed by tho power and moral forco 
of their respective countries, made for 
themselves permanent footholds. Such 
large mercantile establishments aro of far 
moro importance and profit than captured 
forts or garrisoned towns. American mer- 
cantile apathy has too much neglected 
these countries at our doors. English 
activity aud aptness in this particular aro 
wonderful to contemplate. WhenEngland 
finds a tribo of Bn vagcs, tho first study is, 
"What do they want ?" Rum ? Sho sends 
it. Opium? She sends it, and forces a 
government to receive it. Cloths? She 
manufactures the peculiar stuffs of India, 
worn only by princes, bettor and cheaper 
than can be done in Hindostan. Idols? 
She will carve wooden gods by the thou- 
sand. Have the barbarians no money to 
pay for these things ? Sho will, in ex- 
change, tako furs, ivory, tea, coffee, gums, 
shells, woods, dyes, nnything, everything, 
carry thoui to her own bustling littlo is- 
land, work them up into somo shape, aud 
send thorn away again to sell to somo 
other people. 'She makos nations pay ono 
toll for carrying tho raw product to her 
own shore, and another for carryingthom 
hack again when wrought into other 
forms, ft is this, aided by agents at he - 
and abroad trained to direct these numer- 
ous channels of trade toward the parent 
isle, that keep s tho currents of gold flow- 
ing toward England as toward a vast re- 
Bervoir, and makes her the treasure house 
of nations-

Seattle in experiencing dull times. 
Intelligencer, of that town, generally 
posed to look on tho bright sido of 
ters, admits that tbcra has been a 
fulling off in businoss, a general "scarcity 
of money everywhere upon the Sound,'' 
and in Seattle "a standstill in the matter 
of building aud improving, which hereto- 
fore were so vigorously carried on and 
gave employment to ho many artizans, 
who have been compelled sinco to go 
elsewhere."

Why the British Interfered. 

A partial explanation of Admiral De 
Horsey's interference in ono of tho nu- 
merous "family quarrels" for which Peru 
is famous is given by an American corres- 
pondent. It sc-'ins that some of iho Brit- 
ish Mercantile houses in Liam had asked 
that stops tdiouhl be taken to look after 
the HuuSCfU' iu the south, it having beun 
reported that this veszel had committed 
some depredations on British interests, 
stopping the royal mail steamers, and 
taking forcible possession of a quantity of 
coal from on board an English ship iu 
Pisagua. It afterwards transpired that 
no such outrages had been perpetrated— 
that tho coal belonged to u Peruvian citi- 
zen, who gladly accepted tho price offer- 
ed by the rebels and that when the mail 
steamer was boarded, and two Peruvian 
oilieers extricated therefrom, tho occur- 
rence took phico in a Peruvian port, 
whence the local authorities hud fled, and 
tho rebels Were in unquestioned posses- 
sion. However, Admiral Do Horsey was 
probably unaware of these circumstances, 
and, in compliance with the desires of his 
countrymen in Lima, proceeded south to 
louk after the ram. A note was sent by 
tho Admiral to Pierola, and received by 
tho latter in (;obija about the 23rd of May 
iu which tho Uuasear is threatened with 
capture io ease of interference with Brit- 
ish interests, r retaining on board Brit- 
ish subjects against their own volition. 
On the receipt of this document Pierola 
called oQ deck the English engineers and 
firemen belonging to the ship, explained 
the matter to them, and offered them their 
liberty. This was accepttd by tho en- 
gineers who were placed on shore, paid 
extra wages, B nd their passage secured in 
tho mail steamer to Callao. Tho com- 
maudur of tho Huasoar replied to the note 
of Admiral Do Horsey, asserting that no 
acts inimical to English interests had 
been practised, and that in ea-o of neces- 
sity tiiu Hllascor was perfectly competent 
to maintain the honor of her /lag. 

It must be borne iu mind this is from 
an Americau source. The oilieers of tho 
Shah givo, i n substance, the following ac- 
count of events after tiio battle; — 

After tho engagement aud tho surrender 
of tho rluuHcar to tho Government, tho 
Shah and Amethyst visited Iquique and 
held some intercourse with too Peruvian 
tleot which still remained at that port. 
Tho reaBon mated for not capturing the 
Uuasear is that tho Shah and Amethyst 
could uot follow her into tho shoal water 
near tho shore. Neither of tho English 
Ships wore injured during tho combat. 
The Hausoar was hit no loss than seventy 
times during the engagement. The handl- 
ing und lighting of the rebel ram was ad- 
mirable. The Shall would havo entered 
Callao Day on her way north, but wan 
met by a steamer with tho British Consul 
onboard outside the harbor and advised 
to keep on her voyage, and thereby avoid 
any further collision with tho Peruvians, 
who, ho said, were prepared to givo her 
a hot reception in o.tso sho entered into 
any of their ports.

Editor Colonist. — Uudor the head- 
ing above quoted a correspondent "in 
the "Standard" of Monday's date, 
who signs himself "A Layman of the 
Church of England," outers a solemn 
protest against tho "common-place cor- 
respondence" now going on in The 
Colonist as a result of Archdeacon 
Wright's ill-advisoa sermon delivored 
iu Christ Church during the recent 
meeting of the Anglican Synod. If 
the discussion of the arrogant preten- 
sions aud priestly assumptions of 
Arohdeacon Wright and his H'gh 
Church conferres result to"tho grievous 
injury of the church thoy represent," 
thoy Iiav3 only themselves to blaino, 
and I quite agree with "A Layman of 
the Church of Englaud" that they might 
employ their time to muph better ndr 
vantage by attending to tho spiritual 
wants of their Hocks than by attempt- 
ing to exalt their priestly importance 
at tho expense of their ministerial 
brethren of other denominations, 
who have certainly been no less, but 
very much more, successful than them- 
selves in promoting the otiuse of Chris- 
tianity among tho people. I havo no 
iutention of appearing as a champion 
or defender of Bishop Cridge in the 
controversy which has been provoked 
by Archdeacon Wright, as that gentle- 
man is well qualified to defend both 
himself and tho church he represents; 
but would simply observe that if Arch- 
deacon Wright and his Anglo-Catholic 
friends would but'act upon tbo advice 
of "A Layman of the Church of Eng- 
land," and seek "to learn a lesson from 
tho prieB-8 of that grand old church of 
of Homo, whoso influence," ho says, "is 
growing in our midst," 1 think the 
result would be to tako tho conceit out 
of them «s "successors of the apostles" 
iu a direct, unbroken lino, and 
give thorn to understand that thoy havo 
no more a legitimate claim to that dis- 
tiuction than Bi'igham Young, tho 
High PricBt of the Churoh of Latter 
Day Saints. The lust paragraph of 
"A Layman's" letter is a literary ouri- 
osity in its way. We aro told that 
tbero aro to-day in Victoria "examples 
of nonconformist divines, favored with 
no gifts of eloquence or culture who 
yet, with thoughtful men, command a 
respect not generally accorded tq tho 
ministers of the Cnuroh of England 
and the Reformed Church." Whether 
tho above was intended as a compli- 
ment or an insult to tho "nonconform- 
ist" (whatever that word may signify 
in British Columbia) divines of this 
city, wo confess wo ate at a loss to de- 
termine. It will bo uowa. to the mem- 
bers of tho Chuiph of Scotland, the 
First Presbytovimi Church, and tho 
Methodist Church, of Victoria, who I 
presume tho writer rofois to, and not 
the priests of tho "giand old Charon, 
of Homo," to learn that thpiv respec- 
tive pastors posaeds neither the gift 
of eloquence nor culture. It seems 
somewhat Btrunge that "A Layman of 
the Chinch of England" should havo 
been the tlist to discover that fact. 
But is it a fact ? I havo uo hesitation 
in answering, No I Thoy aro all 
gentlemen uf high classical attain-, 
nients, and as for tlmir oloquenco, tho 
boat proof of that is to bo found in tho 
largo congregatiotiH that statedly wait 
upon, their ministry. It is true 
that thoy command the lovo and re- 
spect of their pooplo. as well as of

Editor Colonist: — "Tho beginning 
of strife," we read, "is as when ono lot- 
teth out wator." Tho present contro- 
versy seems like it. Tho Archdoacou 
speaks of my "long lotter." But, who, 
my brother, compelled mo V I will, 
however, endeavor, on "my pari," to 
narrow the contention to tho issues of 
truth. Aud I trust that my beloved 
brethren of tho Church ot England, 
whether Synodical or Reformed, will 
bear this public agitation for tho good 
that must come of bringing a claim, 
which alone divides amoug brethren, 
to light. If I am long, it will not bo 
forgotten, I trust, that a short ques- 
tion sometimes requires a long answer. 
I only ask that tho whole may bo read 
and examined, and judged only ac- 
cording to its truth. I should not 
havo taken up tho Archdeacon's reply 
to "Layman," only that its main ar- 
guments really belong to mo. Of tho 
three outsido issues on which I pro- 
posed to tho Archdeacon to try tho 
Synod's power of putting "an end to 
controversies," ho takes up tho "or- 
ders of tho Reformed Church only. 
Whether conscious of weakness on the 
part of tho Synod or not, ho shifts tho 
infallible settlement to the shoulders 
of the Bishops. I accept tho test, 
though tho Archdeacon's way of put- 
ting it (to speak only of my private 
judgment) seems^to have Bomewhat of 
a simonical complexion about it. Let 
mo draw tho Archdeacon back to tho 
real question, — the apostolical succes- 
sion. Fust let me observe, — as I wish 
not to spend words iu vain, for rny 
own sake and for your readers' sake, — 
that tho Archdeacon has uot exhibited 
his position iu its full strength. Before 
I do it for him, let mo further observe 
that in this appeal ho assumes the 
thing which was to bo proved; for how 
can the Bishops put au end to the con- 
troversy except as successors of tho 
apostles? bo that whatever tho result 
of this appeal may be, tue Archdeacon 
is just whore ho was before; he has 
still topiove that. But perhaps he will 
say that ho speaks only as a "clergy- 
man of tho Cliurch of England. "Weil, 
the real judges and masters of the 
Church — her most gracious ma- 
jesty and tho parliament — have 
thrown a little discredit upon tho 
Archdeacon's position by deposing the 
Bihhops from t_e othco of judging ra- 
ther than promoting them to it. And 
further; that I may clear everything us 
I go, and thou como to my argument, 
I might hold the archdeacon to bis 
first court, which, ho says, is derived 
from the apostles, viz. :a mixed coun- 
cil of ecclesiastics aud laymen, aud as 
ho has (wisely, I think, ami none too 
soon) cast tho local Synod overboard, 
require that bo should muko tho test 
proposed to "Layman" commensurate 
with the rule which ho declares to be 
apostolic, and extend the appeal to lay 
representatives of tho whole church; 
the "Pan-Anglican" church, I mean 
— as well as to the Bishops. The 
Archdeacon must, (to speak again only 
my private judgment) 1 think, bo very 
sanguine if ho expects his proposition 
to bo as safe in this caso as in 
the other. And then might it 
not appear, upon tho application 
of that raro expedient of "concurrent 
jurisdiction," that tho controversy of 
tho apostolic succession could never 
be "put an end to," at all? 

Pending tho Archdeacon's reply, I 
proceed, according to promise, to give 
his present test all tho strength of 
which it is susceptible. It were a light 
thing, my brother, to require the 
Bishops to decide this question, indi- 
vidually, (to say nothing of a mode of 
suffrage novel and unique, an .1 hardly 
ecclesiastical) apart from counsel with 
their brethren. The "Pan- Anglican" 
couucil is to meet, if I mistake not, 
next year. Let this question bo laid 
before that body. 

But, for tho purpose of my argu- 
ment, it will not bo necessary to wait 
for tho decision. Lotus suppose it 
given in your favor. In my first let- 
tor I asked, with regard to tho decis- 
ions of tho Synod, "what, when fram- 
ed, will you do with them? I say so 
with regard to this. If you are at auy 
loss, permit me, as a brother "clergy- 
man of tho Church of England," who 
glories in her faith notwithstanding 
her afflictions to help you. Tho 27th 
article tells you what to do with tho 
assumed decision. It runs as lollows: 
"General councils may not be gather 
od together without the commandment 
ami will of princes." 

Permit mo here, my brother, to turn 
aside for a moment to iisk whether the 
Synod, for which you claim a virtual in- 
fallibility and supremo authority, bus 
been so gathered together ? And if not, 
and you utjll call yourselves tho Church 
of Bug' \nd, aro yon not (pardon me,— I 
only a>k the question) by law, ipso/acto 
excommunicato? 

Tho artui'O prooocds — "And whon they 
bt! gathered together (forasmuch as tln-y 
bo an assembly uf men whereof all be not 
governed with* the spirit aud word of God) 
they may err, aud sometimes havo ( rred, 
even id things pertaining unto God." Tho 
article thou, having d'-niud infallibility to 
councils, next proceeds to declare what 
wo mu*t d > with their decisions. "Where- 
fore things orduined by them asneces-nry 
to salvation havo neb hoi ^treunth, nor au- 
thority aniens it may bo declared that 
they b.-t-'Ueu out of holy f.eripturo." Jfuq 
t-i'o", biotlior. (unless I am bli.ni>) how our 
Church appeals from councils to the Ixdy 
scripture*, and fairly MMihM that no , 



council on earth, but only tho word nfGod, 
is binding on tho consoionco. And so wo 
como back to what I said, in my first lot- 
ter, out of holy scripture, that wo must 
every one us "yivu account of himself to 
God.— (St. Paul to tho Romans.) 

I havo not yet given tho Arciidoaoon's 
position (and my argument) nil the 
strength which it admits of. Why. my 
brother, limit your appeal to the "pan- 
Anglican" Bishops ? Why pass by the 
Romish ? Aro they uot successors of tho 
Apostles too 1 1'ou may w;th btill groater 
oonfidonco expect a favorable answer from 
thorn against the orders of tho Reformed 
Church. -But what will you do with it 
whon it conies ? What will boeorao of tho 
vooatii n of my "brother priest" hiuibt-lf. 

Now I como, my dear Archdeacon, tj 
your ono quotation (tho only authority, 
whatover, inforoutially.may bo its weight, 
which I find in your letter) upon the va- 
lidity of the orders and or tho episcopal 
acts of Bishop Cummins. It is enough 



for my purpose.

Cummins, a man of irreproach- 
able character, sound divinity, and Chris- 
tian eloquence— for, I believe, nearly 
thirty years a presbyter, and for somo 
time a bishop, of tho Protestant Episco- 
pal Church— wont forth from that churoh 
not to croato a schism, but to escape r >m 
it.; not to break unity, but to seek it. He 
did no go forth till ho deemed the restora- 
tion of unity in that churoh hopeless. Ho 
wont forth voluntarily, when all would 
havo bade him stay,leaving all tho emolu- 
ments of his olliee behind him. But ho 
wont forth, a "Bimop of tho Church of 
God;" if that church bo itself a branch of 
tho same. 

Now tho Archdeacon rosts his proof of 
tho invalidity of tho episcopal acts of 
Bishop Cummins on tho fact that ho was 
deposed from his oflieo on tho 2_th June, 
1874. I reply that ho consecrated tho 
first Bishop on tho 14th December. 1873, 
six months before; tho Reformed Churcli 
having been fully organized on Decem- 
ber 2nd, 1873; I thank the Ai:ohdoacon for 
affording mo tho opportunity of shewing 
that, whatever oro the orders of tho 
Church of tho Archbishop of Canterbury, 
such aro the orders o; tho Reformed Epi->- 
copal Churoh. 

But who, sir, can depose "from tho 
Chut oh of Cod?" I may havo more to aay 
on this point, if the Archdeacon does not 
yot seo it. 

I have now, sir,— briefly onougb for the 
variegated positions assumed by thcArch- 
deaoon. — examined tho grounds on whioh 
tho Archdeacon attacks tho order of the 
R. formed Church, and, -calls tho doa I 
Bishop names! -at lca>t speaks of him as 
deluded disturber of unity."
